The Destruction at Sea Isle City. 


Sea Iste City, N. J., September 13.—The 
storm which has demolished buildings, 
washed away railroad beds, destroyed bridges 
and brought down telegraph wires in a 


way never before experienced here, shows no 
signs of abatement. Thesea wall from which 
so much was expected on occasions like the 
present has been washed away except a 
small portionſin front of the Continental Hotel. 


The sand piles which extend along the 
beach like a series of bulwarks are 
levelled by the heavy waves and she 


board walk raised from its fastenings, dashed 
against the buildings along the shore, broken 
up and carried to sea. Just south of the Con 
tinental Hotel, which has been propped up, 
a large gap was pointed out, where a num- 
ber of houses stood on Monday, which were 
carried away by the force of the waves. This 
fate befell Senator Crouse’s beautiful cottage. 
Of Charies Ricker’s cottage, on Marine place, 
near the Continental Hotel, not a vestige re- 
mains. Henry Burke, who occupied this cot- 
tage with his wife and five children, aban- 
doned it two hours before it fell. The new 
Line House was broken in two 
arts and wrecked. Kennan’s Star of 
he Sea bath-houses were badly damaged, 
e the front dullding in which tue pro- 
prietor dwells. The Shakspeare House is de- 
molisked and Struther’s Hotel is badly 
wrecked. Back of the Continental Hotel a 
new house in course of construction was 
turned completely around. The Methodist 
and Catholic Churches were flooded tothe 
first foors. The Excursion House is under- 
mined and the front porch gone. The cot- 
tage of Henry L. Thom was entirely wrecked. 
The house of Edward W. Crulien of Philadel- 
hia was undermined and settied considera- 
ly. Therailroad track which connects Ses 


Isle Oity, running from the northern part 
of the islan is broken about a 
mile and 8 half outside Corson’s 
inletana bent like a horseshoe up into the 


meadows. The lighthouse at the north of the 
islands is tilted and has been abandoned by 
the keeper and his family, who were en 
out of it fromthe upper floor by the life- 
saving corps. The old life-saving station was 
blown over and crusned in the side of the new 
station, which stood back of it. The failure 
of the sea wall to withstand the beavy surf is 
regarded as partly the cause of so much dam- 
age. Only one man is missing—George Say- 
ers. It is related of him that — Ry height 
ot the storm he saw his yacht in danger of 
going to sea. He jumped in to save it and was 
ed out into the ocean and has not been 
beard of since. 


No Let-Up. 


New Tonk, September 18.—The signal office 
says this morning that there will be no let-up 
in the storm forthe next twenty-four hours. 
The storm is still central offthe east coast of 
Virginia. The wind has diminished to the 
south of New York, but still remains high

Chief Huebler Says He Cannot 
Guard the Union Avenue 
District With It. 


He Has But Thirteen Mounted 
Police to Patrol a Vast 
Territory.

© Heads of the Police and Detective De- 
partments and the Secretary of the Police 
Board Discuss the Causes of Frequent 
Crimes in the Suburban Districte—More 
Police an Imperative Necessity—Arrests 
in the Blacht Murder Case To-Day—New 
Tactics Pursued by the Department—The 
Inquest—A Reward for the Murderers 
Offered by the County Authorities, 


The people who live in the neighborhood of 
Union avenue object to having the vicinity 
spoken of disparagingly in connection with 
the recent murder. Their objection is a 
natural one, yet everyone is forced to admit 
thatthe frequent commission of violent crimes 
in that district has injured the good reputa- 
tion of the neighborhood and Wat it is now 
considered a dangerous and unsafe place. 
The reasgns it is so looked upon are 
many, and when they are given care- 
ful consideration they strike one with intense 
horror. Crime must exist in every large city, 
but when four murders are committed within 
500 yards of each other, in a spsce of time 
covering onlythree months, and the police 
force of the city comes out straight-forwardly 
and says we can’t do anything; we are pow- 
erless either to prevent crime in that district, 
or to catch the perpetrators of crime when it 
is committed,’’ then it is no wonder the name 
is forced upon that locality. 

The recent murder of John Blacht, on the 
Olive street road just west of Union avenue, 
underthe most peculiar circumstances, has 
aroused the police authorities to a degree of 
excitement which is not often reach ed in 
those circles and they have been forced to 
admit that they can neither guard against 
violent crimes inthe suburbs of the city nor 
can they catch the criminals. The one great 
reason is that the portion of the Fifth Police 
District which is patrolled by mounted men, 
covers forty-five miles and the greatest num- 
ber onduty at any one time is thirteen. 
One of the beats in this district extends from 
Jefferson avenus to Grand avenue, and from 
Park avenue to Océola street. The most 
populous suburban district in the city 
reaches from Easton avenue to Duncan ave- 
nue, and continuation of Chouteau avenue to 
Kings Highway. All the eable extensions 


empty into it and «a majority of 
the people who have moved to 
the western part of the city live 


there, yet there is only onc policeman to pro- 
tectthem. The result of having only thirteen 
policemen inaterritory containing forty-five 
square miles, or nearly four square miles per 


man, is that a mounted man goes over hie 
district once a day only and when he has 

assed acertain spot any thief who has seen 
Bim may know to acertuinty that he is at lib- 
erty to commit whatever crime he pleases and 
there is no danger of any one interfering. The 
fact that Behren’s body laid on Union avenue 
for five or six hours before it was discovered 
shows how safely a criminal may work in that 


district. 
WHY THE CONDITION EXISTS. 

One thing that has led to a disorderly con- 
dition there has been the opening of road 
houses and places of resort that are open to 
the lowest class, and the police have been 
forced by the lack of men to rmit these 
places to run without the surveillance that 
would be kept over them it they were in the 
city. The patrolman visits them in his regu- 
lar round once a day, but that is all the atten- 
tion that could be paid to them. But the 
worst characters visit them at night and the 
police do not. The city has a detective 
force and plenty of vehicies that detectives 
could use. There seems to be nothing in the 
way of having detectives visit these places 
every nignt as they do others of a similar 
character in the city. They could see who 
frequents them, often find criminals there, 
aad keep some sort of watch over the bard 
cases in the suburbs, but one 2 go to the 
road-houses night after night and never see a 
policeman or detective. at is a primitive 
measure which has never adopted, though 
there are men connected with the force who 
think it should be. And without this the 7 
tem of guarding the district is worthless, for 
itsimply amounts to having one man ride 
over square miles of territory, through roads 
that are as dark as Egypt and where he could 
not see a man if he was there, while the places 
of resort are visited once a day and vermitted 
to harbor whom they please during the 80 
mainder of the twenty-four hours. 

Nor POLICE ENOUGH. 
Chief Huebler said to-day that it was impos- 
sible to prevent crime in that district. It was 
a startling statement, but it was based on the 
facts that are related above and they are 
facts. ‘‘How, he asked, ‘‘is it possible for 
one man to cover four square miles of terri- 
tory and keep it free from crime? It is the 
merest chance ifa policeman happens to be 
where the crime is committed, and after it 
what chanceis thereto catchthe criminal? 
We may concentrate our whole force and start 
it out to hunt fora man, but it is impossible 
for thirteen men to do anything in such 
a territory. We patrol that district as 
thoroughly as we can and we use every 
measure possible to find out who isin the 
neighborhood. The men when they are 
guarding the roads adopt every possible pre- 
caution. They ride over tne roads, stop in 
dark and secluded places and watch, and now 
and then tie their horses in safe places and 

o on foot through the neighborhood, but 
— cannot watch it all. Why the very night 
Blacht was killed the roads were especialiy 
arded, the Olive street among them, but 
they are so long that when a man 
is at one end the other is out of his 
rotection entirely and criminals may do 
what they please there. And as for any facili- 
ties, whyl there are none. The whole terri-

They 
had every facility. Those men might have 
walked over to the end of the Olive street 
line, taken a car to Fourth street and crossed 
the bridge within forty-five minutes from the 
time they killed Blacht, and who could pre- 
vent? Or they could have come down town, 
shown themselves in a number of places 
within tbree-quarters of an hour after the 
murder, and next morning they could have 
hada dozen witnesses to swear to an alibi. 
They have every facility for getting to Union 
avenue and back under favorable circum- 
stances, and we have none for catching them. 
Tuat is the siteation. Why, the district that 
thirteen of our men patrol is nearly twice as 
large as the entire police district of Chicago, 
and they have 1,500 men. Now, what can we 
do? say nothing, until we 
throw a large force into that district. 

CHIEF HUEBLER’S NEW PLAN. 

Chief Huebler has adopted another plan of 
action by which he hopesto capture the rob- 
ber-murderer of Farmer John Blacht. The 
official drag-net has now been brought into 
requisition, and with good success. The first 
cast was made last night and a yield of fair 
proportions was the result. The 
police despairing of obtaining a 
clew by which to trace the infamous Ole 
street road thug, have adopted the expedient 
ofarresting West End characters in batches 
and holding them for 8 hours in 
the hopes of an identification by some ot the 
parties whosaw the robbers. 

Acting jon this determination, the de- 
tectives were sent out shortly before dark 
last evening and before midnight 
eight suspicious characters were under lock 
and key atthe Four Courts holdover.

These questions were two in number and were 


as follows: 

Do you desire any revision? 

If so, what? 

At the meeting of the St. Louis Presbytery 
next week the subject will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and probably a committee appointed 
to report atthe Presbytery meeting in April. 
As the General Assembly does not meet until 
May this will be time enough to formulate an 
opinion. 

The present confession of faith has stood for 
240 years, and the question of making changes 
in itis the most important which has come 
before the church in that time. What the out- 
come of the consideration will be isa matter 
of conjecture. Some are against any changes 
being made. The fact that the confession of 
faith has stood 240 years without alteration 
has given it to their minds sanctification, and 
they think it would be unwise to revise it. 
Others maintain that 240 years has thrown 
light upona great many matters that were 
differentiy thought of that long ago, and that 
thechurch’s confession of faith ought to re- 
ceive the benefit of the enlightened views 
developed since its adoption. Others again 
claim that there are many old English words 
in the confession of faith which have an op- 
posite or different agg one | now to that which 
they had at that time, aud that, therefore, it 
is advisable to revise the ‘‘confession’’ in this 
particular.

i LITTLE FRICTION 


BETWEEN MAYOR NOONAN AND THE TRUS- 
TEES OF SHAW’S GARDEN. 


The Mayor Does Not Attend the Meeting 


Correspandence Which Followed— A 
Suggestion of the Chief Exeeative Which 
Was Not Carried Out—Both Sides of the 
Question Discussed. 


T has seemed somewhat sin- 


gular—to those who have at- 


tended to the mattéer—that 
Mayor Noonan: has ‘wot at- 
tended any of the meetings 
of the trustees for the Mis- 
sour! ‘Botanical Gardens. 
Mr. Shaw in his will named a 
number of gentlemen spe- 
cifically to act ds trustees of 
the gardens, and aiso named the Mayor of the 
city, President of the School Board and pres!i- 
dents of several institutions to act with the 
trustees individually named. Apparently 
the Mayor took no notioe of the 
will, for two or three meetings have 
been held and arrangements made with re- 
gard to the conduct of the gardens without 
any advice from the Mayor. This has seemed 
strange, butthere is areason for it. The 
Mayor is not in sympathy with the trustees 
who have taken the lead in the preliminary 
work under the will. In fact, there is a pos- 
itfve disagreement, which has kept the Mayor 
away from all the consultations. It came 
about in this way: 

Acting informally and forthe purpose of 
getting the trustees together Henry Hitchcock 
and D. F. Kaime called a meeting of the board 
for last Saturday afternoon, to be held at the 
Boatman’s Bank. The place had been selected 
forthe convenience of R. J. Lackland. No- 
tices were sent to all the trustees, including 
the Mayor. 
and immediately wrote Mr.. Hitchcock, sug- 
gesting thatthe meeting be held on Monday 
in the Mayor's office. No attention wae paid 


to his suggestions further than to write hima 
brief note to the effect thatthe time was too 
short to alter the time and place of the 
meeting. 

The note was read Saturday afternoon at the 
Boatman’s, and it was then decided to hold 
all future meetings at the city residence of 
Mr. Shaw, Seventh and Locust streets, and 
not at the Mayor’s office.

BANGOR’S UNENVIABLE FLIRT. 


We Rain and the City Filled With Smoke 
From Forest Fires, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

Bancor, Me., September 13.—It has now 
been more than a month since a single drop of 
rain tell in this section, and the prayers which 
have gone up inthe whole Eastern country 
G@uring the past ten days for a downporr, yet 
remain unanswered. Yesterday Bangor, 
which is miles from the centerof the vast 
belt of forest fres which are now raging, felt 


their effect more than at any previous time 
since they commenced. The city was envel- 
oped in a dense, heavy cloud of smoke, which 
found its way into the houses and left its odor 
141 The sun was entirely obscured, 
and it became dark very early. Last night the 
conditions were alittie better and the moon 
Was seen. East of this city the prospect has 
wn more disco ing, especially along 
line of the Maine ntral and New Bruns- 
wick railways. For miles 
burning on each side of the track, 
brakemen, in running through these districts, 
geek the interior of the cars for safety. It is 
absolutely impossible to obtain a breath of 
air on the platforms and the train shoots for- 
ward with a rush. Onthe New Brunswick 
ually torrid one, and 
is doing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of damage to the growing timber. 
A day or two ago a man named Keith died at 
Salisbury from the effect of the fires. Inhal- 
ing the smoke caused a violent fit of cough! 
which resulted in the bursting of a bloo 
vessel and death. The country roads are im- 
passable on account of the heat. The thriving 
cities of Fredericton and Moncton, New Bruns 
wick,are surrounded by flames and the people 
are fighting bravely to save their property. 
Country fires are being started around the 
cities and are burning everything which would 
be likely to prove a feeder to the fames when 
they come. The Moncton Fire Department 
bas fought the biaze until it is fairly exhausted 
and all the recruits who can possibly be found 
are — taken into the department and made 
to work.

CHAUNCEY M DEPEW IS SURE IT WILL BE 
IN NEW YORK. 


Absurd te Talk Abeut Holding the Big Show 
in Chieage or Except in 
Gotham The Great Paris Expesition— 
Poor Exhibit Made by the United States.

New Ton, September 13.—Chauncey M. 
Depew’s popularity was put to a severe test 
yesterday, but it was equalto the occasion. 
The cold, driving rain that fell throughout the 
day did not prevent a smal! army of his friends 
calling at the Grand Central Station to wel- 
come him home. 

„Mr. Depew,’’ said the Post -DIsPATCH cor- 
respondent, ‘‘we have all been waiting for 
you to come back and settle the question of a 
site for the proposed World's Fair. 

„Wen,“ said Mr. Depew, I should want 
to have a little time to study the question bo- 
fore expressing an opinion. It will be con- 
ceded that the site desired must have two 
things in its favor; fret, accessibility, and 
second, plenty of space. I do not see how we 
can get along with less than 200 acres. The 
French exhibition coversthat much ground 
and perhaps more. It was difficult to esti- 
mate the space accurately. Then the location 
of the French show is perfect. It is within 
half an hour’s ride of any part of Paris and 
only fifteen minutes from the leading hotels. 
The result is 200,000 people go daily to the Ex- 
position. If it haa been located in the sub- 
urbs of Paris the dally attendance would not 
have been more than 50,000. If our fair is to 
bea success it must be located in a place 
easily accessible to the masses. Any other 
site will not do. The formation of 
New York makes the selection of a 
suitable site more difficult than Paris, but I 
am satisfied that we can finda s that will 
meet all the requirements. It 2 to 
talk about holding the fair in Chicago or any- 
where except in this city. This is the only 
piace for it. 

The present Paris Exposition is unquestion- 
ably the greatest show of the kind ever 
known. It excels our Centennial in almost 
everything. The buildings are not temporary 
structures, but puilt as if to last for all time. 
There is nothing cheap or unfinished any- 


where. 
UNCLE SAM'S POOR EXHIBIT. 


‘*The United States has the poorest exhibit 
of any country. Mexico hasa building that 
cost $750,000 and the ‘‘Greasers’’ knock us out 
completely. The Argentine Republic has a 
building that cost $1,000,000, and from their 
products they show that they have made 
greater progress in the last ten years than we 
have. No American has any occasion to feel 
proud of his country atthe Paris Exposition. 
No pictureg that I have seen give one a correct 
conception of the Exposition or the Eiffel 
Tower. Both have to be seen to be even 
faintly appreciated. The one thing that 
struck me as the most novel in the Exposition 


was a new system of railroading that 
promises to revolutionize all exist- 
ing methods. The inventor is a French- 
man. I have forgotten his name. 
He sent me an invitation and gave me a pri- 
vate exhibition of the working of his inven- 
tion. He basahaif-mile track on which to 
make his tests. The cars are propelled by 
water pumped by stationary engines. There 
are two tracks of iron, about six inches wide, 
and each car is supplied with a iron feet in 
the place of wheels. The water is made to go 
against the feet with tremendous force and 
they glide aleng on a thin surface of water not 
möre than an eighth of an inch thick. Itis 
said that a very high rate of speed can be at- 
tained. Iknow we rode at the rate of forty 
miles an hour and there was no motion what- 
ever.

The effect cannot help 
greatly increasing the trade of France all over 
the world. In their Exposition the French 
people have scored the greatest commercial 
success of the world. © have been accus- 
tomed to regard the Yankee as a reasonably 
shrewd individual, but I teli you, if he wants 
to keep up with bis French brother he must 
roli up his trousers and take another hiteh on 
his suspenders, and go to work in earnest. 
Their Exposition has developed the commer- 
cial character of the French people to an ex- 
traordinary degree. -

WEATHERED THE STORM. 


Safe Arrival of the Cruiser Atlanta at New- 
port, R. I.

the Narrows on Monday afternoon. He re- 
ported passing the Atlanta well outside the 
Hook. The cruiser, he said, was keeping 
only a few points off from the sea and was 
taking the water aboard right up to her super- 
structure. She appeared to be moving along 
ata smart pace though running her bows 
clear under with every wave. To Capt. 
Glatchford the war ship appeared void of ali 
buoyancy, and he imagined her anything but 
a comfortable craft at sea that night. The 
Atlanta should have rounded Montauk Point 
before midnight of Monday and should have 
been in Newport the following day. Under 
any circumstances her commander would 
have had to telegraph his arrival in 
any ort other than the 

to which he had been ordered, 
and explain his reasons for going there. 
There is no place on the southern coast of 
Long Island into which a vessel of the size of 
the Atlanta could have run during astorm, 
and even were there such a rt and had the 
Atlanta run into harbor, her whereabouts 
would nave been telegraphed to the Navy 
Department immediately. Had the Atlanta 
su ed in rounding Montauk Point she 
would have had little trouble in 

CROSSING THE SOUND. 

The only cause to which can be ascribed the 
non-asrival of the Atlanta is the possible 
heading to the southward before the sea. But 
even then she would take water to an alarm- 
ing degree, though there would be 
eliminated the pushing and strain- 
ing occasioned by the vessel’s 
head on toasea. There are many naval om 
cers who have criticised the model of the At- 
lanta and the Boston more than once. The 
appearance of either of these ships can best be 
pictured by imagining a vessel with her rails 
put a few feet above the water. Now place on 
this vessel a structure of nearly the shape of 
acigar box, so built that there will be about 
thirty feet intervening between the after end 
of the box and thestern of the ship and the 
same distance between the forward end of the 
box and the bow. This box-shaped affair is 
called the **guperstructure’’ and its 
sides are in the same perpendicular 
line as the rails of the vessel. 
From the forwardend of the superstructure 
to the bow the sea has a clean sweep across 
deck as it has also from the after end of the 
superstructure to the stern. 

IN ‘‘HEAVY WEATHER SHIPS’’ 

it isthe usual design to build both bow and 
stern very high. his is to overcome either a 
head or a following sea. But in the case of 
the Boston and Atlanta this rule has been 
wholly disregarded and the very opposite 
plan adopted. Few officers are willing for 
one moment to believe that the Atianta is lost. 
She may have sustained damage to her rudder- 
but even then she ought to have gone in with 
a hawsor.If her machinery has broken down 
she has her sails by which she can ‘‘heave 
to. It is considered most likely that her 
machinery has come to grief, as was the case 
at Newport. Had Capt. Howell found him- 
self unable to ‘‘buck’’ the s®as he could have 
turned around and made New York without 
difficulty. He would then have had the seas 
from a — permitting him to run with 
ease. Hove to’’ or at the end of a sea 
anchor, it is thought that the Atlanta could 
ride out the storm, but as far as the vessel's 
running off to the southward is concerned, it 
is hardly supposed that Capt. Howell would 
resort to such methods. The weight of opin- 
ion is thatthe machinery is broken down and 
the vessel is ‘‘hoveto.’’ There are on board 
the Atlanta all told about two hundred and 
twenty-five men. The vessel is one of the 
first of the new navy. She is one of the 
Roaches’ cruisers and is a sister ship to the 
Boston.

Mr. W. W. Irvine, General Manager of 
the company, is at present in the city pur- 
chasing material, cars, etc. The Blooming- 
ton line is owned by a Philadelphia syndicate, 
the heavy holders being Mr. J. J. Patterson, 
an ex- United States Senator from South Caro- 
lina, and Mr. J. F. Bailey. This syndicate is 
a young one in the street railway business, 
but they are branching out, and promise soon 
to become one of the prominent 
syndicates of the country. They 
have now electric road franchises 
in Blomington and Lebanan, Pa., and have 
applied for one for a line running between 
Altoona and Holidaysburg, Pa. It is backed 
by considerable capital, and in a few years is 
expected to be one of the most prominent 
street railway syndicates in the country. 
Mr. Irvine when seen this morning said: 
In coming here we recognize that 
ST. LOUIS I8 ONE OF THE BEST MARKETS 
in the country in which to purchase material 
for street car lines. Located at Bloomington 
we prefer to come here. Chicago is a good 
point, but we can trade to better advantage 
here. Senator Patterson thought of going 
East, but recognizing that his property 
ie a Western one he concluded 
to patronize Western manufacturers, 
I have just placed an order here for cars, and 
expect to buy our rails here. When we took 
hold of this road it was running four cars. 
We have doubled this number and have 
added four miles of road, and when we have 
the electric motor in operation, which I think 
will be about November 1, we will make two 
trips toone now.
